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PREFACE 


This document presents two separate classifications: the Australian 
Transport Freight Commodity Classification (ATFCC) for classifying 
goods carried by any of the transport modes (sea, rail, road, air 
and pipeline), and the Interim Australian Pack Classification (APC) 
for classifyine how the goods are carried, eg. whether in bulk, 
containers or packs of various types. 


The two classifications are included in this one publication because 
they are often used in conjuction with each other. 


Both classifications were initially prepared by the Department of 
Transport and the Australian Bureau of Statistics (ABS) in association 
with other interested bodies. The ABS prepares and publishes annual 
revisions. 


The APC has been designated as "interim" since it was constructed 
without the benefit of the conventions of an international standard 
pack classification and because it was realised that experience with 
the classification in its current form would necessitate changes to 
improve its usefulness and relevance. Current indications are that 
the APC will need to be changed to more fully satisfy the requirements 
of users. In addition when an international standard pack 
classification is developed at some future date it may be necessary 

to make further changes to the APC to bring it in line with the new 
standard.

INTRODUCT LON 


The Australian Transport Freight 
Commodity Classification (ATFCC) 
provides a systematic classification of 
goods (commodities) transported by the 
various transport modes i.e. sea, rail, 
road, air and pipeline. It has been 
dev ised to facilitate standardised 
classification of goods carried by thes: 
modes to and from Australia (i.e. 
overseas transport movements) and within 
Australia, The classification lists the 
commodities (or commodity groupings) 
which have been selected and defined to 
represent the more important (in terms 
of mass or cubic measurement) categories 
of goods carried, 


2. The use of common definitions and 
classifications for goods transported as 
embodied in the ATFCC will promote the 
standardisation of data in the different 
transport modes and should, as a 
consequence, provide a better basis for 
the analysis and comparison of various 
operations between the different modes. 
In addition, adoption and use of the 
ATFCC by organisations responsible for 
recording the movement of freight or 
cargo will facilitate the usage of such 
data by organisations involved in the 
design, control and planning of

3, In the ATFCC, commodities are 
defined in terms of one or _ more 
categories of the Standard Internattonal 
Trade Classification (SITC Rev. 2) or 
dissections of SITC categories embodied 
in the Australian Import Commodity 
Classification (AICC) or the Australian 
Export Commodity Classification (AECC). 
As explained In Appendix E, attention is 
being given to the future linking of the 
ATFCC to the Australian Standard 
Commodity Classification (ASCC) of the 
ABS.

I. NATURE AND PURPOSE OF THE CLASSIFICATION 


1.1 ‘Whe Australian Transport Freight Commodity Classification (ATFCC) is a 
commodity classification which provides a systematic arrangement of goods 
(commodities) which are judged to be tinportant in terms of their impact on Australia’s 
transport network which includes ansportation by sea, rail, road, air and pipeline. It 
has been devised to facilitate standardised classification of goods carried by these 
modes of transport to and from Australia and within Australia. [tis designed to be used 
for the capture and presentation of data by the organisations responsible for recording 
information ou cargo or fieizht movements relevant to Australia’s transportation 
Services, 


1.2 ‘The classification may be used in conjunction with related classifications (such as 
origin, destination and routes of consignment, pack type of cargo (eg as defined by the 
Australian Pack Classification), treight handling methods, freight and wharfage charges, 
cic) and has been designed with these uses in mind, 


1.3 The classification is designed to facilitate the use of commodity data by 
organisations involved in transportauion planning and in the design, control and 
monitoring Of the operations of transport facilities. ‘The classification is also intended to 
assist organisations involved in research and analysis relating to transport activities in a 
broader econonne context, through, for example, the provision of broad industries of 
origin against the commodities specified, 


1.4 The adoption and use of the ATFCC by organisations responsible for recording the 
movement ot freight will promote the standardisation of transportation data, and as a 
consequence, provide a beter basis for the analysis and comparison of various 
operations between the different transport modes, and between ports and other 
terminals. ‘The availability of standardised data will therefore facilitate the activides of 
orgauisations involved in the planning of transportation facilities. 


1.5 Inapplying the ATECC, individual commodities recorded on basic documents 
relating to freight or cargo transported are allocated an appropriate ATFCC code. The 
material provided in the Detailed Classification and in the appendixes is designed to 
assist in identifying the ATCC codes to be applied to -he commodity descriptions 
given in the basic docunicnts. 


1.6 Itis intended that, wherever practigahle, each individual commodity transported 
should be allocated an AVECC ttem ale using the most detailed (ie four-digit) level of 
the classification, This will facilitate aggregation and comparison of data on 
freight/cargo movements for all transport modes. Data recorded at the detailed four- 
digit level can readily be aggregated to provide totals for ATFCC groups, divisions or 
seculons. 


1.7 tis recognised that information at this detailed level may not always be available. 
In these cases, organisations may select the level of ATFCC codes appropriate to the 
availability of detailed information,

25 PRINCIPLES AND STRUCTURE 


2.1 Indesigning the ATECC consideration was given to a purmber of important 
principles and issues, including usev needs, data capture peoblems and other application 
issues, classification relatability with other data serics and with relevant international 
standards, and further involved an evaluation of classifications already in use overseas 
and in Australia in similar applications. 


2.2 With regard to uset data needs and problems of data capture encountered by 
organisations involved in compiling data, a selection of representative organisations 
was consulted and their views and requirements taken into account both during the 
initial ATECC design phase and in subsequent annual revisions. 


2.3 Inline with requirements, the classification was limited to categories which were 
judged to provide data in sufficient detail to satisfy user needs but which would not 
Impose an unnecessary burden, or other difficulties, in the capture and processing of 
data, 


2.4 Inthe light of user aceds, the selection of items for specification was made 
primarily by identifying: 
(i) the more important commodities (by mass or volume) transported to and from Australia; 
(ii) commodities requiring particular kinds of transport handling facilities; 
(ii) the types of cargo/freight packagings used; and 
(iv) commodities of significantly different densities and other physical characteristics, 
2.5 The classification has been designed to provide flexibility in data capture and in the 
presentation and use of data, by using @ four-tiered structure. Provision ts made in the 


code system for future expansion of item categorics, without major changes to existing 
codes. 


2.6 ‘The classification also provides facilities for the re-tabulation of data according to 
industries of origin of commoditics, to mect specific user needs, 


2.7 Because of the importance of the SITC generally in relation to the recording of the 
movement of goods via sea and air (both by overseas and coastal traffic) the ATFCC is 
based fundamentally on the SIUC, ‘This applies to the commodity descriptions used, to 
the specification of commodity items (which gencrally comprise one or more SITC 
group, subgroup or item cate gorics) and to the broad structure of the classification, 


2.8 Careful consideration has been given to commodity classifications, dealing 
specifically with cargo/freight movements, used in Australian organisations. However, 
there was found to be lite uniformity in these, and the task therefore has been to design 
a uniform classification which gives due regard to the needs and practices of Australian 
organisations so that they may be encouraged to use the ATFCC,

3. REVIEW OF THE ATFCC 


3.1 The first issue of the ATFCC related to the year 1981-82. Annual updates are 
issued as replacement pages, with work generally commencing around June each year 
to take account of required changes. 


3.2 The ABS encourages users of the ATFCC to express their views and requirements 
in relation to the classification and its appendixes at any time. These will be taken into 
consideration when issuing annual updates. Comments should be addressed to the 
Director, Integration and Classification Section, ABS, PO Box 10 Belconnen ACT 
2616. 


3.3 The ABS will evaluate all comments and where significant changes are indicated, 
the views of major ATCC users will be sought before changes are implemented. 
Through this process it is hoped that the ATFCC will remain relevant to the needs of its 
users and that major changes to the classification will not be introduced without proper 
user consultation. 


3.4 Where there are major changes introduced to related classifications, or to the SI1C 
upon which the ATFCC is based, the ABS will bring such changes to the attention of 
users and may propose possible changes to ATFCC items for user appraisal. Such 
changes are generally aimed at fostering comparability and compatibility of data« 
derived from different but related statistical systems. 


3.5 The adoption by Australia and the international community of the Harmonized 
Commodity Description and Coding System (I1CDCS or HS) as the basis of 
international trade statistics from 1 January 1988, and the adjustment of SITC to its 
third revised form, prompted the ABS to approach users to reassess their needs in this 
new Statistical environment. Whilst some changes to the classification resulted from 
this liaison, most of the ATFCC items detailed in earlier editions have been retained in 
the post harmonized edition as a result of user comment. The present relationship 
between ATFCC items and harmonized trade commodity iterns is shown in Appendix

DESCRIPTION OF THE CLASSIFICATION 


4.1 Full details of the classification (codes, category titles and descriptive annotations) 
are given in the Detailed Classification. Appendix B explains the composition of the 
ATFCC, showing for each listed ATFCC category the corresponding codes for the 
HSTISC (Harmonized Tariff Item Statistical Code), AHECC (Australian Harmonised 
Export Commodity Classification), SITC Revision 3, and ASIC (1983 edition) industry 
of origin group. In all cases, codes from related classifications are those operative at the 
commencement of the reference period of this edition of the ATFCC (eg 1.1.88, 1.7.88, 
1.7.89, etc). 


4.2 The ATFCC is a four-tiered classification. At the most detailed level there are 
about 300 commodity categories each identified by a four-digit item code. At the next 
level there are 156 categorics cach identified by a three-digit group code. The 156 
commodity groups are assembled into 67 commodity divisions at the two-digit level of 
the classification, which, in turn, are aggregated to 10 sections at the broadest level of 
the ATFCC. Sections of the -.TFCC are identified by a one-digit code. 


4.3 In its structure, the ATFCC uses the ten sections of the SITC Revision 3 at the 
highest level. At the second level, the ATFCC divisions correspond to SITC Rev 3 
divisions except for ATFCC division 99. 


4.4 In the following cases ATFCC categories do not conform with SITC Rev 3 : 


(i) ATFCC item 9910 (Water) which should be in Div 11 is shown separately, The 
iransport of water under certain conditions in Australia is considered to 
justify the special treatin-nt adopted; 


(ii) ATFCC items 9941 & 9942 are not specified separately in SITC Rev 3 but are 
considered to be significant in terms of Australian transport requirements, and 


(iii) ATFCC item 9990 is included to provide an item for any commodities and 
e consignments not elsewere classified in the ATFCC.

This document presents the Australian Pack 
Classification (APC) for use in classifying freight 
transported by any transport mode, or moved through any 
port, depot or freight terminal. 


The APC is intended to complement, not replace, the 
accompanying Australian Transport Freight Commodity 
Classification (ATFCC), by categorising freight in terms 
of its most immediately discernable units (e.g. freight 
in bulk, containers, etc.), in so far as they have 
implications for handling, transportation and 
administration. The classification is therefore directed 
towards the operations side of the transport industry, 
where the provision of transport and handling equipment. 
and the levying of freight charges is now closely related 
not to individual commodities, but to a unit load basis. 


The APC seeks to categorise freight in terms which are 
meaningful to transport operators and administrative 
bodies. The resultant categories can be used to provide 
information relating to the monitoring and forecasting of 
the levels of particular transport activities, the 
management of freight resources, and the administrative 
and economic consequences of changing patterns and trends 
in freight traffic. This type of information can be 
compiled by individual transport and freight handling 
organisations in respect of their own operations, or 
aggregated into regional, state or national levels for 
use by government authorities, industry associations and 
others interested in the transportation, handling or 
storage of goods. 


It is acknowledged that the degree of detail required by 
transport bodies varies widely and in this respect the 
revised APC attempts to accomodate such variation by 
providing an hierarchy of freight categories, which, at a 
basic level, should be acceptable to the majority of 
users and potential users. 


In this respect, the revised APC contains categories at 
four hierarchically related levels of detail. At the 
broadest or most summary level there are four categories 
as follows: 


} Freight in Bulk 

2 Freight in Containers 
3 Other Freight 

4 Empty Containers.

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These four categories provide the most elemental yet 
statistically meaningful dissection which can be devised 
to suit the needs of APC users. 


The four categories above are subdivided at the second 
level of the APC into 12 categories (each designated by a 
two-digit code); at the third level, into 21 cateyories 
(each designated by a three-digit code); and at the most 
detailed level, into 45 categories (each designated by a 
four-digit code). 


It should be emphasised that users adopting this 
classification are obliged only to adopt without 
alteration, the detail at the most summary (one-digit) 
level. Thereafter, within any or all of the four one- 
digit categories, users may choose the level. of detail 
appropriate to their needs. 


For those users who wish to sub-divide any of the two- 
digit or finer items into other categories which they 
consider have more weaning for their particular 
operations, they should ensure, as a minimum requirement 
that such items can be aggregated back to the one-digit 
APC calegories. To this end, at each level of the APC, 
there are ample unused (spare) numbers, which can be 
used, if users wish to retain the purity of the APC 
numbering system, but differ from the inner structure of 
the classification for some specific purpose. 


DEFINITIONS 


i FREIGHT IN BULK 

Bulk freight is freight handled or stowed en masse, 
normally by the direct application of mechanical devices 
such as grabs, pumps, elevators, etc. 


Dry/Solid relates to bulk freight not being liquid or 
gas eg wheat in bulk; vegetables or fruit not packaged 
but carried loose; lumps, pellets, granules, etc. 


Liquid comprises substances which are in a state of 
matter between a solid and a gas at normal temperature 
and pressure and which in the bulk context are 
constrained only by the structure of the transport unit 
or one of its compartments. - 


Slurry is a mixture of a solid anda liquid 
transporting medium, combined to be sufficiently fluid to 
flow viscously. 


. Melted comprises substances which solidify at normal 
temperature and pressure and are required to be heated to 
a liquid state for the purpose of transfer to or froma 
transport unit. 
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Gas coiprises tluids which are definitely compressible 
and in which the molecules move freely such that they 
will expand to totally occupy the volume of any vessel in 
which they are contained. Most gases will be transported 
in a liquid form through lewering the Lemperature and or 
increasing the pressure. Nevertheless Lhey will remain 
classified as gases. 


2 _ FREIGHT IN CONTAINERS 


A Container is an article of Lransportation equipment 
- Of A permanent. Character and strong enough to be 
suitable for repeated usage.

Thermal Container. A container built. with 
insulating walls, door(s), floor, and roof, which limit 
heat @xchange between the inside and outside of the 
container. The container may be refrigerated by an 
expendable refrigerant, a mechanical in-built appliance, 
or removable equipment, or heated by an in-built heat 
producing appliance, or by removable equipment. 


» Closed Container. A container having floor, roof 
and walls, and capable of being loaded through one or 
more doors in its side or end walls, or roof. It Inay be 
ventilated. Excludes all other specific purpose 
containers. 


Open and_ Rigid Container, A container with one or 
more walls, ends or roof permanently cpen, but which 
cannot be transported in collapsed form when cmpty. Open 
sections may be covered by Larpaulins, plastic sheets, 
etc. 
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Platform and Collapsible Container. Loadable 


platforms equipped with top and/or bottom corner 
fittings, and having no superstructure or a 
superstructure which is collapsible. Collapsible 
containers which are returned as a nest of containers are 
included in the container type in or on which they are 
carried. 


Tank (Within a Container Frame) . A container used 
for the transportation of liquids or gases, whether under 
pressure or not. It includes two basic elements; the 
tank (s), and other structural elements comprising the 
tank mountings, corner structure and framework. 

Discharge of contents may be by pressure or gravity. 


Air Mode Container. A container designed to 
interface directly with aircraft freight handling and 
restraint systems. ‘these are of light but rigid 
construction, with some shaped to suit specific storage 
areas. 


Other Containers. Examples of coltainers included 
here would be those designed to carry dry bulk, livestock 
and automobiles. 


ic Fe OTHER FREIGHT 


Unitised freight includes several items assembled 
together into a larger single unit of freight and which 
remains as a unit during transportation. For the purpose 
of this classificat ton, containerised freight is excluded 
from this category. 


Laden Transported Vehicles refers to vehicles 
carrying freight which are themselves being transported 
by either the same or a different mode of transport. 
Such vehicles may or may not be self powered, but in the 
context of this category are being used solely as a 
unitising device. Laden Transported Vehicles remain 
classified as such regardless of length or mass. 


A Pallet is a portable load carrying platform 
(usually of wood) having two interconnected decks spaced 
apart. to permit the entry of lifting equipment such as 
forks. 


Pre-slung freight includes several items which have 
been put together as a unit and handled by a sling which 
is part of the freight packaging and remains as part of 
the unit during transportation. 
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Livestock (uncrated) comprises live animals which are 
walked or lifted on ot off a Lransport unit. This item 
does not include live animals transported in cages, 
crates, etc, which would be classified as "Other Freight" 
(i.e. code 342.4) if handled as a single cage, crate, 

etc, or "Other Unitised Freight "(i.e. code 312.1) if two 
or more cayes, crates, etc are combined on a pallet, for 
example. 


Vehicles/Craft (Empty) includes all motor vehicles, 
barges, trailers, ete not carrying Freight, provided they 
do not exceed 12.2 metres (40 ft) in length or 20 tonnes 
in mass, and are not containerised, crated, unitised or 
otherwise packaged. Empty vehicles/craft exceeding 12.2 
metres (40 ft) in lenyth and/or ?0 tonnes in mass are 
included in "Heavy and/or Long Items". 


Heavy and/or Long Items. Single items having a mass of 
over 20 tonnes and/or a length exceeding 12.2 metres (40 
ft). 

Excludes containers and vehicles carrying freight; 
includes unladen transport vehicles/craft over 20 tonnes 
and/or 12.2 m in length. 


Heavy ltems. These items are over 20 tonnes in mass 
and are 12.2 metres (40 f€t) or less in length. 


Long items. These items are over 12.2 metres (40 
ft) in length and are 20 tonnes or less in mass. 


Heavy and Long ltems. These items are over 20 
tonnes in mass and over 12.2 metres (40 ft) in length. 


4 x EMPTY CONTAINERS 


Empty Containers refers to freight containers defined in
